With a roar that could be heard ten 
miles away, flood of the Atchafalaya 
river swept through a break in 
the 
levee 1,500 feet wide today, causing 
greater financial loss than any pre­ 
vious inundation in Louisiana. 
Fifty square miles of Point Cou­ 
pee 
parish 
is 
already 
covered. 
Fleets of motor 
cars 
and trucks 
scoured highways and biways ahead 
of the flood today to carry strag­ 
glers of the 50,000 inhabitants 
of 
the (foomed area to safety. Most 
of 
the population of the valley has al­ 
ready moved to safety. 
Current through 
the 
break 
in 
tin* levee at MeCrea is estimated at 
40 miles an hour and although 
the 
crevasse came on a falling river en­ 
gineers said 
nothing 
could 
stop 
complete inundation of the richest 
section of the state. 
Six parishes below Point Coupee 
are destined to feel the strength of 
the waters within a week, increasing 
the devastation. Cotton, sugar and 
corn crops will he seriously affected. 
The area which will probably he in- 
undr^ed also includes practically all 
the a< reage in the 
United 
States 
where Perique tobacco can be grown. 
Flood waters from The Atchafal­ 
aya in the lower Teehe 
country, 
west of the river, have widened rap­ 
idly. Morgan 
# ity, 
where 
most 
householders moved to second floors 
rather than leave, was beginning to 
feel the full force of the torrent.

In commenting on this 
field Mr. Pence stated 
that 
this 
variety of seed was giving very sat­ 
i s f a c t o r y results in Indiana. In this 
field the soil varied from a sweet 
soil with a good stand of alfalfa to 
a strongly acid soil, where 
alfalfa 
had either failed or was very 
thin. 
The value of 
drainage 
was 
also 
shown in this field where the 
soil 
was slightly rolling. On the side of 
one slope there was a seepage 
of 
water. Alfalfa was winter killed 
at 
this pace. The importance of 
good 
drainage was emphasized. 
It 
was 
stated that the water table should be 
at least 2 or 3 feet below the surface 
of the ground. It was also 
pointed 
out that many fields of alfalfa were 
failing this spring over the county 
due to the continued 
rains 
since 
August 1, 1926. 
At I :30 the group gathered at the 
home of F. J. Ewbank. Before enter­ 
ing the field two spots in the field 
were pointed out which had not re­ 
ceived lime 8 years ago when

American homes are legion. lo r in­ 
spiration the artists and craftsm en 
of today have turned their thought 
back through various 
civilizations 
,i the past 0,000 years to produce 
designs for lighting fixtures. 
H istorical ornament in its devel­ 
opment is the result of climatic con­ 
ditions, temperament, 
pride 
and 
progressiveness of the people. Egypt 
being the first nation to attain a ci­ 
vilization and power, it 
naturally 
followed that her people built 
for 
her needs. The foundation then laid 
became the basis of inspiration for 
all nations down 
to 
the 
present 
time. 
The Babylonian-Assyrian era fol­ 
lowing, these nations being in close 
touch with Egypt through trade and 
other ways, it was natural that their 
artists were inspired by the arts #of 
the Egyptians. 
On the shores of the 
M editerra­ 
nean was the Greek nation, 
whose 
people possessed great strength and 
energy, with a 
clear 
purpose 
in 
mind. They were inspired by what 
had gone before in 
Egypt, 
conse­ 
quently Greek 
artists 
developed 
their genius to such perfection that 
their architecture and sculpture be­ 
came the model for all time. 
As time passed the Roman 
na- 
1 tion became a power, 
conquering 


j Greece, taking into slavery her ar- 
1 tists and skilled workmen. 
These 
! talented slaves, put at tasks ot im- 
! portance, combined their knowledge 
1 and the energy, ideas and daring* ot 
the Romans. This combination gave 
birth to the Roman arts. 
Though the Roman nation grew

world has ever known, through wars 
with surrounding enemies and 
in­ 
ternal political agitations, it 
was 
finally conquered. This resulted in 
the decline of Roman architecture. 
When Constantine, a man of broad 
ideas and lenient with 
the Chris­ 
tians, came* to the throne he helped 
to establish a new era in architec­ 
ture and building. 
This brings us to the end of 
the 
ancient or classic schools of 
art, 
which opens up in some ways a more 
interesting period known 
as 
the 
Medieval era. 
The infiuence of Medievalism hav­ 
ing gathered strength, began to a s­ 
sert itself in the arts and Christian­ 
ity being tremendously felt, 
also 
had its affluence in determining what 
is known as the Early Christian and 
Gothic era. This influence is plainly 
to he seen in lighting fixtures of cer­ 
tain types today, especially 
those 
for use in stately residential 
halls 
and in connection with ecclesiastical 
and bank architecture. 
Meanwhile the Gothic 
style, 
a 
form of Romansesque, was being de­ 
veloped and this style later spread 
to France, Germany, England and to 
other countries which, in turn, gave 
it the influence of their 
national 
characteristics and traditions. 
It was during this era that light­ 
ing fixtures or chandeliers 
were 
created in many 
forms. 
These 
showed the influence of the various 
stages of culture then in vogue, and 
utilized as before, candles, oil and 
grease. 
As the nations became more civ­ 
ilized 
and powerful, the church en­ 
couraged tin* artists and arcTiitects, 
and gave them opportunity for 
art 
expression. Inspired by the 
early 
classics of Rome and Greece, a style 
leveloped which is known as 
the 
early Renaissance, to which each 
nation gave its national c h a r a c t e r i s ­ 
tics. 
Lighting fixtures of 
this 
time 
rarely attem pted the 
fineness 
of 
ornamentation of the later Renais­ 
sance period, which commenced 
in 
ie \e ar 1400 and evolved in 
var­ 
ious forms in different 
European 


countries until about 1650. It 
was | 
during these years that the wonder­ 
ful periods of France—Louis XIV', 
XV' and XYi, and Empire— and 
in 
England the 
Tudor, 
Elizabethan j 
and Georgian were given to 
the 
word. Some bf the well-known beau­ 
tiful 
masterpieces 
of 
Sheraton, 
Chippendale, Heppelwhite and Adam 
were included in the types created 
during the Georgian 
period, 
and 
have inspired modern lighting 
fix­ 


ture makers in the production 
of 
innumerable adaptations 
of 
those 
marvelous conceptions of 
artistic 
genius. 
The American colonies, after a t­ 
taining wealth through their efforts 
and natural resources of a 
new 
country, desired luxury and 
com­ 
forts. Having no skilled artists of 
their own, they were compelled 
to 
import furniture and works of art 
from their home countries. 


From the Georgian grew the Dutch 
Colonial; in and around New 
Or­ 
leans there was the French 
influ­ 
ence; all of which have their mod­ 
ern counterparts in the styles 
of 
lighting equipment from good Amer­ 
ican studios. It is thus possible for 
the builder and home owner to carry 
out. in his lighting scheme any dec­ 
orative note that may dominate in 
furnoture, hangings and wall 
cov­ 
erings.

upon eyes and nerves th an the r e ­ 
cently dei lOStM 1 all-w hite treatm ent 
If the housewife needs any ju s ti­ 
fication fo r cheering up her kitchen, 
the exam ple of the hospital is 
it. 
Certainly it ir p leasa n ter to 
w ork 
in a stim ulating, 
attra c tiv e 
room 
than in one which is either d ark and 
gloomy or white and glaring. White 
paint is no UMiro san ita ry th an red 
paint or blue paint or paint of any 
color. Anv smooth painted su rfa ce 
.san itary and w ashable. Since color 
plays so im portant a place in our 
lives and wields so great a psycholo­ 
gical influence over u s, it should be 
used to a much g re a te r extent th an 
lias hitherto been done. 
Definite, strong colors m ay 
be 
used in the kitchen. F o r the 
light, 
sunny kitchen 
a 
green 
or 
blue 
scheme might be used. The 
walls 
should be painted a pale green 
and 
the woodwork a Jade tone. C urtains 
might be of chintz nr calico, re p e a t­ 


ing the green tone of the walls 
and 
introducing orange or rose. I f 
the 
floor is covered with 
linoleum 
it 
might l»e d a rk green in a checkered 
pattern. A ra g ru g in bright colors 
ad d s a cheerful note. 
Tables or ch airs in the green k it­ 
chen might be painted 
light 
tan, 
banded with green and orange. 
There a re a num ber of a ttra c tiv e 
color trea tm e n ts th a t m ay be worked 
out with sh ad es of blue. 
G ray blue 
in a light shade is a ttra c tiv e fo r the 
walls. The woodwork might be ivory 
or dutch blue slightly grayed. 
G ray 
linoleum looks well with this 
com ­ 
bination, while c u rta in s should have 
a note o f red -o ran g e in them,

The north or w est kitchen 
p re ­ 
sents a m ore in tricate color problem 
th an the kitchen into which sunlight 
stream s all day. In the la tte r alm ost 
any color schem e is 
ap p ro p riate, 
providing it ap p eals to th e lady 
of 
the house, but in the form er 
care 
m ust be taken to keep the 
room 
cheerful. Cold colors, if used exclus­ 
ively, m ake the. room seem aloof and 
unfriendly. One of the m ost 
a t ­ 
t r a c t i v e 
trea tm e n ts is to paint or 
cover the floor with linoleum in te rra 
co tta color. W alls should he cream 
and woodwork light yellow or deeper 
cream . Yellow checked 
gingham 
cu rtain s a t the window introduce a 
sunny note. Any fu rn itu re in

room should he painted black striped 
with red and yellow. The effect

One often wonders wny the mod­ 
ern American home should 
remain 
afflicted with such obsolete make­ 
shifts as the built-in window seat? 
There is no excuse for relics of the 
past or foreign contrivances which 
do not contribute greater comfort to 
the fam ily; and the so-called pic­ 
turesqueness of certain imported 01* 
traditional features is mere freak­ 
ishness unless they serve a definite 
purpose 
in the 
household, 
better 
than any up-to-date article manu­ 
factured in this country. 


Whoever has traveled in England 
has found the window seat, chintz- 
skirted and cushioned, in every cot­ 
tage living room. Its position there is 
secure, because it is a real 
neces­ 
sity. You must remember that 
the 
English cottage 
still 
ignores 
the 
heating plant. A fire in the grate, 
and the heat 
from 
kitchen 
range 
make the 
first-floor rooms 
fairly 
livable during the cold months; but 
the upstairs apartments are glacial. 
Moreover, electric light is 
seldom 
found in the more modest homes. 
Under the circumstances, 
storage 
space to hold the hundred and one 
things used by children and adults 
for late afternoon and evening re­ 
creation had to be provided some­ 
where on the lower floor, to obviate 
the necessity of shivering trips 
to 
unwarmed rooms, and the lighting of 
gas jets or oil lamps upstairs, al­ 
ways attended with dangers 
of fire 
and accident to children. As many 
a middle-class English family goes 
through life without indulging in the 
plump luxuriousness 
of upholstered 
furniture, what would be more nat­ 
ural than to 
build 
chests 
which, 
when trimmed with frills and pads, 


For so long 
he purely 
personal 


side of hospitality has been ideal­ 


ized that whenever we feel particu­ 


larly at ease in a home we are apt 


to think lightly, “ These people have 
the gift of hospitality— that is 
to 
say, they possess some mysterious 
personal 
talent 
for 
home-making 
that is denied to the rank and file. 
Sometimes that is true— but rare­ 
ly wholly so— for it is almost impos­ 
sible for home-makers to impress us 
with the deeper sense of hospitality 
unless that quality is built into the

house and expressed throughout its 
furnishings. 
We might say hospitality 
begins 
wfith the design of the house. In the 
simple matter of the entrance, there 
are wide, friendly doors 
with fan­ 
shaped heads and twinkling panes 
of glass that beckon us in, and there 
are stolid, 
forbidding 
doors 
that 
seem to shut us out. 
There are halls where some com­ 
panionable 
aVrangement 
of 
the 
staircase nook makes us glad 
to 
linger 
there 
a w’hile— and 
halls 
whose blank walls fairly shoo us in­ 
to other parts of the house to forget 
their chilly introduction. 
A fireplace can be of the generous, 
long-burning type that invites con­ 
fidence and a good story— or it can 
be a touch-me-not affair whose arti­ 
ficial coals leave us unwarmed 
in 
body and spirit. And so on through 
the home. 
Hospitality, to large extent, de­ 
pends on various mechanical 
fea ­ 
tures of the home. If we Were 
to 
take these features 
according 
to 
their importance, quite likely 
we 
would give first place to the tem­ 
perature of our 
home— for 
it 
is 
hard to dispense true hospitality un­ 
less the house is snug and warm 
in 
winter and cool when summer comes. 
There were long years when 
an 
even temperature was very difficult 
to obtain—but today it is available 
to all through the modern practice 
of insulating homes against the pas­ 
sage of heat and 
cold— a 
building 
improvement which gives us draught 
proof floors and walls that 
are al­ 
ways warm and dry, and saves one- 
third on our fuel bills. 
Among the various insulating ma­ 
terials we find an insulating lumber 
made of sugar 
cane 
fiber, 
which 
comes in broad, sturdy boards that 
will build our walls for the price of 
ordinary construction, giving us in­ 
sulation without extra building cost. 
By it the basementless house 
is 
made weatherproof, and, in addition 
to its fuel economy, cuts 
one-fifth 
from the construction -Cost by eli­ 
minating the need tor excavation. 
As to the furnishings— homes ex­ 


might also provide 
a reading 
and 
resting place— also a courtship nook 
— however precarious, 
Hence 
the 
windowr seat. 
But is its presence in our homes 
justified by such, or any, reasons? 
If you have one in your living room 
and recalling what small use is ever 
made of it, you know what the an­ 
swer is. Plenty 
of 
closet 
space, 
warm rooms and electric wiring have 
rendered useless the ingenious co»n-‘ 
trivances of which our great-grand­ 
mothers were justly proud. 
Make­ 
shift furniture has become an ab­ 
horrence, and where 
window 
seats 
still exist, their utter futility is pro­ 
ved by their 
unpopularity. 
Young 
and old patronize the davenport and 
the big chairs instead, and who will 
blame them? 
However, 
the 
window 
recess, 
because of its cheerful outlook and 
favorable light, should provide sit­ 
ting and reclining accommodation. 
What could be more inviting, 
more 
restful, more decorative than a deep 
springy davenport, piled with downy 
cushions 
With books within reach, 
on shelves or in a book trough, 
a 
small table and a portable lamp, 
it 
will lure the lonely and the weary. 
If the room is not very large, this 
arrangement will provide particular­ 
ly felicitous by saving 
a consider­ 
able amont of floor space. 
There 
should be an easy chair close by, 
for socialable occasions; 
and per­ 
haps the 
fireplace 
may 
be near 
enough to lend the group its cheer 
and its glow.

against these dreadful evils is 
a 
folding four foot rule, a knowledge 
of proper curtain 
measurements 
and absolute accuracy. 
The glass curtains arc hung clos­ 
est to the glass. After 
measuring 
the distance from bracket to brack­ 
et, allow 50 percent for 
fullness; 
this means that if your curtain rod 
measures 30 inches, the total 
width 
of your curtain must be 45 inches. 
The proper length is down to 
the 
sill, plus allowance for the 
hem, 
heading and casing for the rod to 
run through. 
If you use silk draw 
curtains, 
these should he hung a little farther 
out from the glass and as in 
the 
case of bhe glass curtains, 50 
per 
cent fullness should be allowed and 
the lower edge should just clear the 
sill. These dimensions are 
exactly 
correct; do not try to crowd 
an 
extra ten inches 
6f material 
to 
save cutting, nor should you skimp 
on the measurements for the sake 
of economy.

end we all hope to attain in the fu r­ 
nishings o f our homes. 
And usually the sole reason for 
this lack is that there was no c a re ­ 
fully designed plan used as a guide. 
The room was not built, as it should 
be, “ from the-ground u p " to a defin­ 
ite and sure result. 


There is such a thing, of course, 
as a natural taste fo r 
decorating. 
Many of you have 
it because 
you 
have been educated 
to know 
the 
right things through having 
lived 
with them from childhood. But even 
though 
you have this instinct for 
what is beautiful and suitable, you'll 
find your results much more nearly 
approxim ating those of the p ro fes­ 
sional decorator if you work out a 
plan before you start to furnish 
or 
re-furnish a room. You budget your 
income and plan your, work a cco rd ­ 
ing to schedule, and you 
will find 
that a similar scientific planning of 
your decora t ing problems is as su c­ 


cessful results. 


There are several steps to follow 
in this scientific planning. They are 
not difficult and 
you 
will find 
it 
really fascinatin g to work on such* 
a plan once you get into it. First, 
there much be an actual diagram of 
the room showing its architectural 
structure. You 
should 
show 
both 
floor and wall space so 
that 
you 
know perfectly the location o f your 
windows and doors, and 
the fire­ 
place or ju ttin g corners. 
F o r 
this 
you want regular 
diagram 
paper, 
ruled both vertically and 
horizon­ 
tally. This gives you a consistent 
working scale 
so 
that 
by letting 
om* square represent a square foot 
o f space, you know ju st what size 
pieces of furniture will 
lit certain 
spaces to give proper balam-e and 
symmetry. 


With the 
diagram 
next step i 
scheme, because you cannot 
select 
furnishings that will be harm onious­ 
ly perfect 
unless you are sure 
of 
the color motif. 
If your 
room 
is 
lively and light, with wide windows 
in a south and east 
or south and 
west exposure, 
you 
will 
choose 
fresh, cool tones of green,* blue and 
lavender. And fo r a room which 
is 
darker, 
use 
bright, 
vivid 
colors— 
touches of yellow and orange with 
warm ivory or tan walls to 
make 
the room seem lighter.

ning. Now let us select the furniture 
for the room and arrange it on the 
floor plan. Supposing the room to be 
on a northeast exposure,

floor lamp. 
The chair is upholstered in m aterial 
of natural colored background with 
a design in colors matching the d r a ­ 
pes. The lamp of hand-wrought iron 
parchm ent 
with 
a gaily 
colored 
hunting scene on it. 
At the other 
end o f the room, 
in fron t 
o f the 
wide windows, is the davenport, up­ 
holstered in 
warm tan relieved 
by 
touches of black or very dark blue. 
Between the fireplace and

venport is a table, a wing ch air and 
another set of open 
book 
shelves. 
This chair can m atch the davenport 
or the fireplace tchair. Life and col­ 
or are given here by the pottery, the

At the right of the entrance 
from 
the dining room is a desk o f yellow 
or green lacquer.

This 
arrangem ent 
is 
infinitely 
well suited to th** room and makes 
one end of it a music room 
while 
flu* other is for writing or reading. 
And you see what a definite person­

together. It

better to plan your rootn from the 
outset and actually visualize the pie­

all depending 011 the 
color, 
design 


and quality of the fabrics used and 


the style in which they are made. 


So curtains and draperies are more 


1 than things— they impart qualities. 
| p Almost every window requires 
at 
least one set of curtains— glass cur­ 
tains, to modify the 
light, 
soften 
the outlines of the window and a f­ 
ford 
privacy 
from 
observations. 
And while there is a multitude 
of 
fabrics 
that 
may 
be 
used— net, 
scrim, marquisette, sikl, voile, 
or­ 
gandy— there are two things which, 
in general, should be observed as re­ 
gards their color: First, from with­ 
out, the 
curtains 
in all 
windows 
should present a uniform color, and 
second, in 
the 
room 
itself 
they 
should match or at least key in with 
the wall color. There are exceptions 
to this rule, of course, but it is 
a 
safe one to follow. 
Glass curtains, or sash curtains, 
should stop at the sill. That is a de­ 
pendable 
formual. Draperies, how­ 
ever, should either fall to the floor 
or be cut off at the bottom of the 
apron of the window. These two ar­ 
chitectural features mark their legi- 
cal terminus. In formal rooms 
or 
large rooms, such as living 
rooms, 
dining rooms or libraries, the long 
draperies are most suitable. In bed­ 
rooms, nurseries, breakfast 
rooms, 
in modest homes, the shorter length 
•aperies 
are 
more 
appropriate, 
lie fabrics used, too, play a deter­ 
mining part. For instance, a heavy, 
elegeut material, like velvet, broca- 
telle, linen with needle work designs, 
brocade and the 
heavier 
damasks 
call for dignity of treatment. These 
draperies should fall to the floor. 
Small 
figured 
cretonnes, 
and 
chintzes, light silks, 
poplins, 
etc., 
admit of more informal treatment. 
There is one type of window 
in 
which the draperies may be cut off 
sill 
length— the 
eaement 
window, 


whether in-swinging 
or out-swing­ 


ing- 
“ When should side draperies 
be 
used?” is a question often asked, 
or “ Do you think I ought to hang 
draperies at my windows?1, and 99 
times out of 100 
I say 
“ By 
all 
means, yes. ” For 99 rooms out 
of 
100 need the color and pattern which 
draperies 
introduce. 
Most 
rooms 
lack decorative interest. More color 
and more pattern would 
help them 
greatly. And draperies provide a lo­ 
gical and 
utilitarian 
vehicle 
for 
bringing in the needed color and pat­ 
tern. What is more, they carry 
the 
color and 
pattern 
up to 
a point 
where it catches the eye and there­ 
fore is most effective. 
Another reason for draperies 
is 
their availability for use, as shades. 
Drawn across the window at lamp- 
lighting time they produce a feeling 
of privacy and shut-in-ness 
that 
is charming and their color and pat­ 
tern interest is enhanced by reason 
of the borader display of the fabric. 
Let me here caution my 
readers 
against making one very 
common 
mistake. Don’t skiiup 011 the width 
of draperies. Nothing looks so cheap 
and ineffectual as stringy draperies. 
Better have none 
at all, 
than 
skimpy, narrow, Hat panels. Thirty- 
inch goods should never be split, and 
1 mean never .Fifty inch materials 
may be split unless the 
draperies 
are to be used us draw 
curtains, 
then fifty inches 011 each side is not 
too much. Thirty inch materials may 
be made a little wider by adding a 
three inch ruffle or banding onto the 
inner edges. This banding should re­ 
peat one of the colors in the drapery 
material. 
One of the modem 
additions to 
drapery materials and one 
which 
has a distinction and charm all its 
own, is glazed chintz. When getting 
new draperies for living room, dining 
room or bedroom, it would be well to 
investigate this new and 
popular 
materiak 
Don’t be afraid of using pattern 
in draperies. Pattern has come back, 
vigorous, bold patterns, in 
chintz, 
b'rocatelles, 
hand 
blocked 
linen, 
cretonnes. And some of the loveliest 
and most distinctive designs are to 
be found in the low priced cretonnes. 
I know of one new pattern at a low 
figure which is as full of character 
and attractiveness as many 
more 
expensive fabrics. This is an “ Amer­ 
ican toile “ — that is to say, a toile 
(fabric) whose design depicts 
his­ 
toric incidents in early 
American 
life— such as Paul 
Revere s ride, 
Washington crossing the Delaware, 
Independence hall, Mt. \ ernon, etc. 
the pattern being held together and 
enriched by 
an interweaving scroll 
work design. 


GROUP PICTURES 
ARE GOOD AGAIN 


»Some years ago, when bands 
of 
earnest decorators 
went 
up and 
down our land preaching the gospel 
of simplicity in hanging 
pictures, 
most of us listened, replaced little 
herds of passe partouts that speck­ 
led the walls with one or two finer, 
larger picures— and gave thanks to 
the artists for their very good ad­ 
vice. 
I11 one bold swoop they taught us 
the law of selection which underlies 
¿1 true artistic 
achievement. 
We 
Earned to choose 
single 
pictures 
whose subjects and 
colorings 
en­ 
hanced the decorative scheme of 
a 
whole room. We saw the compelling 
attraction of the unit as contrasted 
with a scattering effect. 
Now, with the old mistakes of in­ 
discrimination 
and 
hodgepodge 
hanging completely outgrown, we are 
to be trusted with groups 
again— 
and it is welcome news to many of 
11s who, in spite of the improvement 
brought by the reign of single pic­ 
tures, 
still 
cherished 
a sneaking 
fondness for groups. There was 
a 
certain friendliness about them that 
the lone picture, however lovely, did 
not possess. 
Properly hung, groups of pictures 
are delightful. Their 
modern 
ar­ 
rangement most 
often 
takes 
the 
form of a unit of three or four pic­ 
tures placed over a dominant piece 
of furniture such as the davenport, 
a console table or a 
heavy 
chest 
against the wall. The secretary 
is 
a Hnc anchor for groups placed 011 
either side. The over-mantel space 
may have one large picture and two 
quite small ones which act as pune- 
Uiation marks to the larger scene, 
Jtlier than as 
pictures 
of 
some 
•onsequenee themselves. 
A pictorial screen, with fine prints 
uounted 
on its pan©!»« offer» an­ 


other good suggestion, and 
a line 
mirror is the piece tie resistance of 
many a satisfying group. 
At each 
side it welcomes a print 
and the 
furniture beneath it, and, as lights 
and shadows shift, reflects a chang- 
ing picture of the room. 
In building these modern groups 
great care is 
taken 
to have 
its 
members nicely related 
in period, 
coloring and general treatment, and 
to 
see 
they 
have 
harmonizing 
frames. 
In 
size 
and 
shape 
they 
should avoid too great a variety, or 
too much sameness 
011 the 
other 
hand. And instead of being spread 
out, 
hold the pictures fairly close 
together to better develop the unit 
idea.

In a room I know about, for 
a 
long time a single 
landscape 
had 
hung over the divan. This year there 
is a unit of four color engravings, 
and the landscape is transferred to 
a bright wall near a window and a 
great big easy chair. Both changes 
have given new life 
and 
refresh­ 
ment to the rooiiN 
Regardless of their charm, it 
is 
well to guard 
against 
too 
many 
groups. One unit is usually more ef­ 
fective 
in 
the 
same 
room— for 
groups need the 
influence 
of tine 
single pictures to stabilize them. We 
might liken them to casual friend­ 
ships which, however necessary and 
refreshing, hardly take the place of 
those staunch, lifelong friends that 
: build the foundation of things for 
I us— and follow that hint in our use 
of them for the home.

There are many varieties of lino­ 
leum 
nowadays—dignified marble 
tiles, the new “ embossed” varieties, 
handcraft and Dutch tile 
designs, 
two-one ” ja^spes, ” another 
modern 
effect called Arabesq—no end to the 
lovely 
floor 
effects 
that * can be 
achieved by the selection of the pro­ 
per linoleum pattern. 
But 
all 
of 
these many types fall naturally into 
two general classes—plain and in­ 
laid, in which the colors go through 
to the burlap back, and printed lino­ 
leum, in which the 
design, 
as the 
name implies, is overlaid on the sur­ 
face with heavy oil paints. 
Inlaid linoleum naturally can 
be 
expected to give far more satisfac­ 
tory and enduring service than 
a 
printed floor covering, although, per­ 
haps, if you rent your 
home 
you 
may prefer the latter because it is 
less expensive. 
A plain 
or 
inlaid 
linoleum deserves to be well laid— 
and there is only one way of doing 
that. Have it cemented over a lining 
of heavy deadening felt. When your 
linoleum is laid in this way, you can 
forget about it, for it becomes a per­ 
manent, durable floor, 
part 
of the 
construction of the house itself. 
Wax or varnish— which 
shall 
I 
use on my inlaid linoleum? 
Women 
frequently ask the question. The an ­ 
swer depends entirely on the type 
of linoleum you 
have. 
If it conies 
under the heading of plain or inlaid, 
wax, by all means. The floor should 
be thoroughly cleaned the day it 
is 
iirst installed, and then given a coat 
of dependable liquid or paste floor 
wax. The 
wax 
should 
be so well 
rubbed into the pores 
of the lino­ 
leum that the Hoor has a hard, dry 
surface and is 
not 
greasy 
to the 
touch. A daily dusting with a dry 
mop is all the care that your waxed 
linoelum floor will require. You may 
have to renew the wax coating two 
or three times during the first 
six 
months. After that once or.twice 
a 
year will be sufficient. 
If you have bought printed lino­ 
leum, however, or even 
one 
of the 
still cheaper felt-base 
floor cover­ 
ings, which are somewhat similar to 
linoleum, 
as the 
design 
is also 
printed on the surface, it pays 
to 


give it a coat of clear white elastic 
varnish. If the varnish 
is renewed 
every six 
months, 
or whenever 
it 
begins to wear off, you can length­ 
en the life of the printed design in­ 
definitely. 
A waxed 
inlaid 
linoleum 
floor 
should not require frequent washing, 
while as a rule a 
printed 
linoleum 
floor can be rubbed up with a damp 


mop. When you do wash your floor, 
however, he sure to use only luke­ 
warm water and a mild soap. Harsh 
soaps or scrubbing 
powders 
have 
been the ruination of many an o t­ 
herwise dependable floor. 
When carefully selected in a de­ 
sign to match 
the 
spirit' 
of your 
room, 
then permanently laid over 
a felt lining, a plain or inlaid lino­ 


leum floor becomes a thing of beauty, 
and after it is waxed and polished 
it will actually improve in appear­ 
ance year after year.

F. W. Lowe, one year ago seeded 


4 acres of ground with Ontario Var- 
egated.seed.

sfa'ctory results in Indiana. In this 
ielct the soil varied from a sweet 
soil with a good stand «f alfalfa to 
_ strongly acid soil, where alfalfa 
bad either failed or was very thin. 
The value of . drainage was also 
shown in this field "where the 
sofl 


was .slightly rolling. OB the side of 
one slope there was a seepage of 
water. Alfalfa was winter killed at 
this pace. The importance of good 
drainage was emphasized. It, was 
stated that the water table should be 
at least 2 or 3 feet .below the surface 
of the ground.

The two itemV started:me to 
thinking and harking back over; for- 
ty years to-the summer of. 1884 (I 
Hunk it »«is>) when I behexe Rush- 
Mile had bv to-rtwderable the best 
base-ball-teaui that ev/r repi^sent*- 


ush\Tlle 


was a red hot ball town, and a large 
part 01 tiie population was, iu fact, 
"crazy" over the game. That sum- 
mer we had a fine enclosed ball park, 
with a real amphtheatrc, bleachers, 
etc, all surrounded by a high board 
fence, the whole being a credit to the 
town. This park was situated in 
what was then known as the "com- 
mons" of northwest Rushville just 
east, of the L. E. and W. R. R., in 
the neighborhood of what is 
now 


west Fifth St., or, in fact, in the 
territory then entirely vacant, that 
lies just east of the Francis Factory. 


Early in the season Riishville had

member of "Brud" Guffin's kid team 
that summer and we had a diamond 
in the commons. Old timers will re- 
call Brud. lie was a brother of Mrs. 
Will Dill and played in the kid band 
with Harry Lucas, Charley Blair, 
Bert Carr, Jolm Guntner, and about 
a dozen other kills. People of past 
fifty who arc natives of Rushville 
will recall 
the Rushville "Kid" 


Band. 
" Tht winter following, the season 
Kushville had. this famous base ball 
ieaiu was a very cold one' and 
a 


lively one in Rushville as I feiiieui- 
,,er it. The roller skating craze was 
on and Rushville 
had 
two. rival 


rinks. One, the Coude rink, was sit- 
uated about where the Oneal imple- 
ment store now stands, and the ot- 
her (I believe it was the 
Guttiu 


rink), stood where the Adams Poul- 
try House is located.- At one rink a 
swell young fellow named Finnegair 
was the trick and fancy skater and 
at the other one "Dick" Smith, a 
Kushville boy, was the speed mar- 
vie.

These meetings ran (for some tjmo, 
Murphy was a brillidiit and wpifi vine- 
nig speaker. A^.n^resuj^iiost 
of 


the town, jnerij woiuep^&nd children, 
signed the pledgeionned the bine 


ribbon, and RushvuTs nineteen sa- 
loons were practically put out of 
business for the time being. The late 
Wat. Bartlett, once a hard drinker, 
signed the pledge at that time and 
so far as I know was ever after an 
abstainer. 


I recall at about this time, or a 


little before, a circus was billed for 
Rushville, a wagon circus, Van Am- 
berg, Frost and Stone, perhaps. At 
that time the circuses drove

town to town. Well the day this cir- 
cus was to show in Rushville, it not 
only rained, it poured and without 
a let-up. I sat at a window in the 
Rin»el-Carr

nersville, and because of the rain it 
never stopped at Rushville 'but turn- 
ed south in Main Street at the Court 
House and continued on to Greens- 
burg.

And one fine- day in the early 


spring when Flatrock was out of her",'

knowing that the surfaces are just 
as sanitary and just.as easy 1o keep 
clean, but much less of a 
strain 


upon eyes and nerves than the re- 
cently deposed all-white treatment 


If the housewife needs any justi- 


fication for, cheering: up her kitchen, 
the example of the hospital is 
it. 


Certainly it ir pleasanter to 
work 


in a stimulating, 
attractive room 


than in one which is either dark and 
gloomy or white and glaring. White 
paint is no iu/irp sanitary than red 
paint or blue paint or paint of any 
color. Any smooth painted surface JS 
.sanitary and washable. Since color 
plays so important a place in our 
lives and wields so great a psycholo- 
gical influence over us, it should be 
used to a much greater extent than 
has hitherto been done.

Whoever has traveled in England 


has found the window scat, chintz- 
skirted and cushioned, in every cot- 
tage living room. Its position there is 
secure, because it is a real neces- 
sity. You must remember that the 
English cottage still ignores the 
heating plant. A fire in the grate, 
and the heat from kitchen range 
make the first-floor rooms fairly 
livable during the cold months; hut 
the upstairs apartments are glacial. 
Moreover, electric light is 
seldom 


found in the more modest homes. 
Under the circumstances, 
storage 


space to hold the hundred and one 
things used by children and adults 
for late afternoon and evening re- 
creation had to be provided some- 
where on the lower floor, to obviate 
the necessity'of shivering trips to 
unwarned rooms, and the lighting of 
gas jets or oil lamps upstairs, al- 
ways attended with dangers of fire 
and accident to children.

What could be more inviting, more 
restful, more decorative than a deep 
springy davenport, piled with downy 
cushions With books within reach, 
on shelves or in a nook trough, a

will build our walls for the price of 
ordinary construction, giving us in- 
sulation without extra 'building cost. 


By it the basementless house is 


made weatherproof, and, in addition 
to its fuel economy, cuts 
one-fifth

A home-making budget, however 


modest, can be made to perform 
miracles if it is rightly used. It is 
not the-ainoiint of money spent on 
a room that makes it livable and 
lovely. It is the careful 
planning 


that goes into whatever is spent, 
you have all seen 
rooms where 


money had' been spent indis<pmin- 
ately, and yet they were lacking in 


wall can be utilized to spread color 
all round the room. 


Generally speaking, the wall col- 


ors will be but echoes of the drapery 
and upholstery 
colors, subdued, 


shadowy, but, nevertheless, effective, 
and serving to enhance the character 
and beauty of the colors in all the 
other appointments. 


And since wall paper now is the 


product of artists, most designs will 
rontain a judicious and 
balanced 


blending of both the warm and cool 
colors: along with the warm reds 
and yellows will be found cool blues, 
greens and orchids, so that many 
patterns are so blended that 
the 


same paper may be used in a series 
of interiors which open into each 
other and he equally charming and 
effective in warm southwest rooms 
and those who only daylight comes 
through north windows.

is texture. Nothing is more character- 
less and weak looking than a per- 
fectly smooth, evenly colored wall.

off, and meagerly furnished

that verve and charm which is the 
end we all hope to attain in the fur- 
nishings of our homes. 


And usually the sole reason for 


this lack is that there was no care- 
fully designed plan used "as -a guide. 
The room was not built, as it should 
be, "from the ground up" to a defin- 
ite and sure result. 


There is such a thing; of course, 


as a natural taste for decorating. 
Many of you have it because you 
have been educated 
to know_ the 


right things through having 
lived 


with them from childhood. But even 
though you have this instinct for 
what is beautiful and suitable, you'll 
find your results much more nearly 
approximating those of the profes- 
sional decorator if you work out a. 
plan before you start to furnish or 
re-furnish a room. Yon budget your 
income and plan your, work accord- 
ing to schedule, and you 
will find 


that a similar scientific .planning of 
your decorating problems is as suc- 
cessful results. 


There are several steps to follow 


in this scientific planning. They are 
not difficult and you will find it 
really fascinating to work on such 
a plan once you get into it. First, 
there much be an actual diagram of 
the room showing its architectural 
structure. You should show both" 
floor and wall space so that you 
know perfectly the location of your 
windows and doors, and 
the fire- 


place or jutting corners. For this 
you want regular 
diagram paper, 


ruled both vertically and ' horizon- 
tally. .This gives you a consistent 
working scale 
so that by letting 


one square represent a square foot 
of space, you know just what size 
pieces of furniture will fit certain 
spaces to give proper balance and 
symmetry. 


With the 
diagram 
made, your 


next step is to decide upon the color 
scheme, because you cannot select 
furnishings that will be harmonious- 
ly perfect unless you are sure of 
the color motif. If your room is 
lively and light, with wide windows 
in a south and east or south and 
west exposure, 
you 
will 
choose 


fresh, cool tones of green,* blue and 
lavender. And for a room which is 
darker, use bright, vivid colors — 
touches of yellow and orange with 
warm ivory or tan walls to make 
the room seem lighter. 


In the diagram shown here, we 


^followed this scientific, plan- 


ning. Now let-us select the furniture 
for the room and arrange it on the 
floor plan. Supposing the roont to be 
on a northeast exposure, the color 
motif must 'be light, as already sug- 
gested. The draperies and , the rng 
can be the basis of the color scheme. 
The rug is tawny with a design or 
border in the new Georgian 
blue, 


and the draperies have a natural 
background with' modernistic flower 
design in orange, yellow\ .and 
the 


same Georgian blue. The. room is 
long and narrow and in the centar 
of one long side is a fireplace with 
bookshelves on":. each 
side. Open 


bookshelves are,more charming as 
they give color and intimacy to the 
room. Between the opening into the 
dining room and the fireplace is an 
interesting group—a 
small 
grand 


piano and bench, and near it and 
facing the fire place, a deep and 
Hazy modern chair and floor lamp. 
The chair is upholstered in material 
of natural colored background with 
a design in colors matching the dra- 
pes. The lamp of hand-wrought iron 
parchment with 
a gaily 
colored 


hunting scene on it. 
At the other 


end of the room, in front 
of'the 


wide windows, is the davenport, up- 
holstered in 'warm tan relieved by 
touches of black or very dark blue. 
Between the fireplace and 
the da- 


venport is a table, a wing chair and 
another set of open book shelves. 
This -chair can match the davenport 
or the fireplace chair. Life and col- 
or are given here by the pottery, the 
pictures, and the 
lamp with 
its 


blue pottery base and golden shade. 
At the right of the entrance 
from 


the dining room is a desk of yellow 
or green lacquer. On the left 
is 


space for a radio or victrola and 
chairs. 


This arrangement 
is infinitely 


well suited to the room and makes 
one end of 'it a music room while 
the other is for. writing or reading. 
And you see what a definite person- 
ality is achieved by furnishing the 
room in this way rather than 
by 


haphazard putting together. It is 
better to "plan your room from the 
outset and actually visualize the pie- 
ces you want, even though you can't 
have them all at once. You can get 
the essential things to start and 
gradually add others 
until your 


charming picture is complete.

Thcrc is no single architectural 


feature in an interior which is so 
valuable because of its decorative 
possibilities as the window. By 
means of the curtains and draperies 
they can be made to emphasize the 
charm of a color scheme, correct 
architectural deficiencies, impart an 
atmosphere jof dignity to 
formal 


rooms, gayety to 
such rooms 


suurooms, and 
breakfast 
rooms, 


daintiness and charm to bedrooms— 
all depending on the color, design 


I and quality of the fabrics used and 
I the style in which they are made. 
I So curtains and draperies arc more 
I—than things—they impart qualities. 
Wf 
Almost every window requires 
at 


least one set of curtains—glass cur- 
tains, to modify the light, 
soften 


the outlines of the window and af- 
ford privacy 
from observations. 


And while there is a multitude of 
fabrics that may be used—net, 
scrim, marquisette, sikl, voile, or- 
gandy—there arc two things which, 
in general, should be observed as re- 
gards their color: First, from with- 
out, the curtains in all 
windows 


should present a uniform color, and 
second, in the room itself they 
should match or at least key in with 
the wall color. There are exceptions 
to this rule, of course, but it is a 
safe one to follow. 


Glass curtains, or sash curtains, 


should stop at the sill. That is a de- 
pendable formual. Draperies, how- 
ever, should cither fall to the floor 
or be cut off at the bottom of the 
apron of the window. These two ar- 
chitectural features mark tbcir logi- 
cal terminus. In formal rooms or 


i large rooms, such as living rooms, 


dining rooms or libraries, the long 
draperies arc most suitable. In bed- 


I rooms, nurseries, breakfast 
rooms, 


I in modest liomcs, the shorter length 
|&-aperies arc more appropriate. 
P^hc fabrics used, too, play a dcter- 


[ mining part. For instance, a heavy,. 


• clegcnt material, like velvet, broca- 


tcllc, linen with needle work designs, 
brocade and the heavier damasks 
•call for dignity of treatment. These 
draperies should fall to the floor. 


Small 
figured 
cretonnes, 
and 


.chintzes, light silks, poplins, etc., 
admit of more informal treatment. 


There is one type of window in 


which the draperies may be cut off 
sill length—the caemcnt window, 


whether in-swinging or out-swing- 
ing- 


"When should side draperies be 


used?" is * question often asked, 
or "Do you think I ought to hang 
draperies at my windows?'' and 99 
times out of 100 1 say "By. all 
means, yes." For 99 rooms out of 
100 need the color and pattern which 
draperies 
introduce. Most rooms 


lack' decorative interest. More color 
and more pattern would help them 
greatly. And draperies provide a lo- 
gical and utilitarian 
vehicle for 


bringing in the needed color and pat- 
tern. What is more,_they carry the 
color and pattern 
up to a point 


where it catches the eye and there- 
fore .is most .effective. 


Another reason for draperies 
is 


their availability for use as shades. 
Drawn across the window at lamp- 
lighting time they produce a feeling 
of privacy and shut-in-ness that 
is charming and their color and pat- 
tern interest is enhanced by reason 
of the boradcr display of the fabric. 


Let me here caution iny readers 


against making one very 
common 


mistake. Don't skimp on the width 
of draperies. Nothing looks so cheap 
and ineffectual as stringy draperies". 
Better have Jione 
at all, than 


skimpy, narrow, flat panels. Thirty- 
inch goods should never be split, and 
1 mean never .Fifty inch materials 
may be split unless the draperies 
are to be used as draw 
curtains, 


then fifty inches on each side is not 
too much. Thirty inch materials may 
be made a- little wider by • adding a 
three inch ruffle or banding onto the 
inner edges. This banding should re- 
peat one of the colors in the drapery 
material. 


One of the modern' additions to 


drapery materials and one 
which 


has a distinction and charm all its 
own, is glazed chintz. When getting 
new draperies for living room, dining 
room or bedroom, it would be well to 
investigate this new and 
popular 


material^ 


Don't be afraid of using pattern 


in draperies. Pattern has come back, 
vigorous, bold patterns, in 
chintz, 


DTOcatcllcs, 
hand 
blocked 
linen, 


cretonnes. And some of the loveliest 
and most distinctive designs- arc to 
DC found in the low priced cretonnes. 
I know of one new pattern at a low 
figure which is as full of character 
and attractiveness as many more 
jspcnsivc fabrics. This is an "Amer- 
ican toile" 
that is to say, a toilc 


(fabric) whose design depicts his- 
toric incidents in early 
American 


ifc—such as Paul 
Ueverc's ride, 


AVashington crossing the Delaware, 
Independence hall, Mt. Vcruon, etc. 
:lic pattern being held together and 
enriched by an interweaving scroll 
work design.

tionized patterns, have character. 
Other color notes may be pan-hold- 
ers of plain color, towels, bordered 
with color, and glass towels of lift- 
less Japanese cross-barred orange 
and white crepe and cutouts of col- 
ored oilcloth applied 
on a clock 


shelf or on roller shades. 


HELPFUL HINTS 


FOR CLEANING 
LINOLEUM ILOORS 


There are many varieties of lino- 


leum 
nowadays—dignified marble 


tiles, the new "embossed" varieties, 
bandcraft and Dutch tile designs, 
two-one "ja^pes," another modern 
effect called Arabesq—no end to the 
lovely floor effects that'. can be 
achieved by the selection of the pro- 
per linoleum pattern. 
But rall of 


these many types fall naturally into 
two general classes—plain and in- 
laid, in which the colors go through 
to the burlap back, and printed lino- 
leum, in which .the design, ^as the 
name implies, is overlaid on the sur- 
face with heavy oil paints. 


Inlaid linoleum naturally can be 


expected to give far ^raore satisfac- 
tory and enduring service than a 
printed floor covering, although, per- 
haps, if you rent:your 
home yon 


may prefer the latter because it is 
less expensive. A plain or inlaid 
linoleum deserves to ^ie well laid— 
and there is only one way of doing 
that. Have it cemented over a lining 
of heavy deadening felt. When your 
linoleum is laid in this way, yon can 
forget about it,-for it becomes a per- 
manent, durable floor, part of the 
construction of the house itself. 


Wax or varnish—which .shall I 


use on my inlaid linoleum? Women 
frequently, ask the question. The an- 
swer depends entirely on the type 
of linoleum you have. If it co'me.s 
under the heading of plain .or inlaid, 
wax, by all means. The floor should 
be thoroughly cleaned the day it is 
first installed, and then given a coat 
of dependable liquid or paste floor 
wax. The wax should 
be so well 


rubbed into the pores 
of the lino- 


leum that the floor has a hard, dry 
surface and is not greasy to the 
touch. A daily dusting with a dry 
mop is all the care that your waxed 
linoelum floor.will require. You may 
have to renew the wax coating two 
or three times during the first six 
months. After that once or.twice a 
year will be sufficient. 


If you have bought printed lino- 


leum,! however, or even one of the 
still' cheaper felt-base floor cover- 
ings, which are somewhat similar to 
linoleum,'' as the 
design 
is also 


printed on the surface, it pays to 


give it a coat of clear white elastic 
varnish. If the varnish is renewed 
every six" months, or whenever- it 
begins to wear off,,yon can length- 
en the life of the printed design in- 
deftnitely. 


A' waxed -inlaid linoleum floor 


should not require frequent washing, 
while as a rule a printed linoleum 
floor can be rubbed up. with a .damp 


mop. When you do'waslryour floor, 
however, be sure: to'use only luke- 
warm water and a-mild soap. Harsh 
soaps, or scrubbing pow,ders have 
been the ruination 'of many an ot- 
herwise dependable floor. 


When carefully selected in a de- 


sign to match the spirit of your 
room,' then permanently laid over 
*a felt lining, a plain or inlaid lino- 


leum floor becomes a thing of beauty, 
and'after it'is waxed arid, polished 
it will actually improve in appear- 
ance year after year. Ifo wonder so 
many women are using'this modern 
floor material as a decorative back- 
ground for the rugs and furnishings 
in every _roora throughout their 
homes.
